WASHINGTON YESTERDAY. 


MARCH OF THE FUNERAL PROCESSION 


From the Capitol to the Failroad Station— 
Departure of the Special Train for 
Lexington, Ky.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Under a dripping 
sky the mortal reinains of James Burnie Beck, 
late United States senator from Kentucky, 
were borne, at 10 o'clock this morning, from 
the residence of Representative Breckinridge, 
of Kentucky, to the capitol. They were ac- 
companied by the senate committee of ar- 
rangements and honorary pall-bearers named 
by the Kentucky delegation yesterday. Ar- 
riving at the east front of the senate wing, the 
senators and pall-bearers left their carriages, 
and forming in two lines, with Senators 
Blackburn and Evarts at the head, the casket 
was borne fromthe hearse by a detail of eight 
of the capitol police up the steps and into the 
marble room, where it was visited by several 
hundred persons before its. renvoval into the 
senate chamber The casket was covered with 
black cloth, and bore a silver plate with the 
words, “James Burnie Beck; born PBruary 
13, 1822; died May 3, 1899.”’ 
THE FLORAL TRIBUTES. 

On the casket iay a bunch of roses from Mr. 
and Mrs. C. P. R. Breckinridge, and the glass 
through which the face and bust of the de- 
ceased were visible was wreathel with lilies 
of the valley. 

The features of the late senator were un- 
changed, and “how natural he looks” was the 
involuntary exclamation of all who looked 
upon them, who were acquainted with them 
in life. 

Numbers of floral tributes were brought to 
the senate chamber and displayed on the 
clerk’s desk. Among them were a wreath of 
lilies, from the president and Mrs. Harrison ; 
a wreath of ivy leaves, from Mr. and Mrs. 
Logan Tucker; wreathes of lilies of the val- 
ley, from Senator and Mrs. Vance; a bunch of 
roses from Laurie Lee Cox,and a pillow of roses, 
maiden hair fern and ivy, from Laura Hilliard 
Patterson. 

At 12:30, President Pro Tem. Ipgalls cal:ed 
the senate to order. Ex-Senators Emery, of 
Michigan; Clengman, of North Carolina, and 
Sabin, of Minnesota, entered the chamber and 
took seats. 

At 12:40 the honorary pall-bearers on the 
part of the senate were announced by the 
president pro tem. as follows: Messrs. Mor- 
rill, Sherman, Hale, Allison, McPherson, 
Vest, Pugh and Gidscn. 

THE REPEESENTATIVES ENTER. 

Five minutes later members of the house of 
representatives, headed by Sergeant-at-Arms 
Holmes and °° Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms 
Charies B. Read, of the senate, were an- 
nounced by the latter, and took seats at the 
right and left of the chamber in the rear of the 
senators, who stood toreceive them. 

Speaker Reed was_escorted to a place at the 
right of President Pro Tem. Ingalls. 

Members of the house of representatives 
were followed by the chief justice and asso- 
ciate justices of the supreme court, preceded 
by Marshal Wright and Clerk McKemney, 
who were seated at the right,.1n front of the 
representatives; the diplomatic corps, repre- 
sented by Sir Julian Paunceforte, British min- 
ister. and members of the Chinese, Japanese 
and Brazilian legations. 

Five minutes later President Harrison and 
members of his cabinet were received, the as- 
semblage rising. Secretary Noble, who is not 
in the city, and Attorney-General Miller, who 
is il], were absentees. 

At 1:08 the casket was borne into the cham- 
ber through the main door, on the opposite 
side from the marble room, where it had been 
lying. Itwas preceded by Chaplain Butler 
and ex-Chaplain Bullocb, the senate and the 
house committee, wearing white sashes with 
black rosettes, the honorary pall-bearers wear- 
ing black sashes fastened with white rosettes. 

Following the casket came Mrs. Goodloe, 
Senator Beck’s daughter, and Major Goodloe, 
her husband, and friends of the family, who 
were seated at the left of the casket opposite 
the president and his cabinet. 

THE SERVICES. 

As the procession moved down the ailes 
Chaplain Butler read from the burial service 
beginning, ‘I am the resurrection and the 
life.’”? After all had been seated, the clergy 
having taken their places at the clerk’s desk, 
ex-Chaplain read the 90th psalm. He then 
offered a prayer in which he spoke of the 
hearts that were filled with sorrow in per- 
forming the last sad oftices of kindly 
affection towards the beloved friend whose 
body lay in the coffin that was _ soon 
to be borne away to be buried 
in his own loved state of Kentucky. He had 
left a rich legacy to the family and friends, a 
legacy of an honorable, useful life. The nation 
mourned his loss and would never forget to 
honor the memory of aman who had left a 
deep and lasting impression upon his brother 
senators. After reading from the fifteenth 
chapter of the first epistle to the Corinthians, 
‘‘Now is Christ risen from the dead.”’ 

Rev. Dr. Butler offered prayer. This closed 
the ceremonies, which lasted less than fifteen 
minutes. Members of the joint committee of 
the two houses headed the procession, as it 
filed out of the sénate chamber. The coffin 
was borne out bya detail of capitol police. 
Members of the family followed close after- 
ward; then the president and his cabinet, then 
justices of the supreme court, then members of 
the diplomatic corps. 

The floor and galleries were soon emptied of 
spectators, and at 12:55 the senate was declared 
adjourned until 12 tomorrow. 

THE LONG PROCESSION. 

The casket was borne to the hearse through 
the east door of the capitol between two lines 
composed of members of the senate and house 
committees on arrangements who stood with 
uneovered heads. The rest of those who were 
to accompany the remains to the Baltimore 
and Potomac station fell into line and the 
procession started. Preceding the hearse were 
members of the house and senate committee 
on arrangements on foot, and following it were 
the family and relatives in carriages; the 
president and members of his cabinet in car- 
rakes, and members of the senate and house

HE WAS A VICTIM. — 


THE CONSPIRACY WHICH RESULTED 
IN LEAPHEART’S DEATH. 


LETTERS FROM MISS ROSA CANNON 


And Other Evidence Which Sheds Light on 
the True Inwardness of the Murder of 
an Innocent Negro. 


? 

Cotumpnra, S. C., May 6.—{Special.]—The 
evidence in the hands of the governor, which 
caused the judge to recommend a respite, and 
Governor Richardson to grant the same, in the 
case of Willie Leaphart, lynched in Lexington 
on Sunday night, and going to show that the 
negro was probably innocent and the victim of 
a horrible ccnspiracy, was made public today. 

THE GUILTY LETTERS. 

Rosa Cannon, the eighteen-year-old girl al- 
leged to have been assaulted, is a former 
factory girl with little education. She, with a 
little brother, has lived for some.time in the 
family of Simeon Corley, aman at one time 
prominent in politics. Her mother and father 
lived in another section of the county. 

A few days after the alleged assault she 
wrote the following letter: : 

LEXINGTON, February J, 1890.—Dear Mother: I 
have about got over my scare which happenvd last 
Sunday night. But I suppose pa teld you all 
about it when he got back. I never was so scared 
in my life, when he asked for money and some- 
thing toeat. I went to get him some bread, and 
made up my mind not to tell where the money was 
to save my life, for Mr. Corley would be mad with 
me. When I handed him the bread, he tried to 
choke me, but I gave the alarm, and Owen (the 
little brother) ran and ca'led, and some one was 
soon there. He ran away, but tore my dress. He 
never hurt me any, oniy my threat is a little sore. 
He was a strong negro, and said he came from 
Columbia. I never saw him before. Some think 
he did dot want to rob the house, but to assault 
me, but I didn’t think so, as he never tried to do 
anything tome. I did not know who it was, but 
it may have been Willie Leaphart, as he was seen 
on the streets afterwards, and Corley thinks It was 
him, but I was scared so bad that I don’t think I 
could tell positively whu it was. Come down Sun- 
day and [ will tell you all about it. I am = your 
darling daughter,(Signed) Rosa CANNON. 

Her mother did not come down, but her 
brother, twenty-three years old, visited her, 
and afterwards a second letter was written 


as follows: 

LEXINGTON, S. C.,-February 13th, 1890.—Dear 
Mother: Charley (her elder brother) was here a few 
days ago, and said that some one told you that the 
negro did more than I wrote youhe did. That was 
false. I told Charley what he did, and I wrote you 
he did. . L§thought some one would be ready to 
hy and say something to hurt my character or 
make out fam ruined. lam tired of people ta'k- 
ing so much about me. Please come down as seon 
as youcan. Mr. Corley wants the boy punished, 
ani says it is Willie Leaphart; and it may have 
been. L don’t say positive it is, Be sure and come 
soon. Your loving daughter, ROs8A CANNON, 

THE AFORESAID MR. CORLEY. 

Mrs. Cannon then paid Rosa a yisit, and 
tried to get her to go home, but Mr. Corley re- 
fused to allow it, and wrote somewhat mys- 
teriously to her father in which he says: 

“The trouble is not yet ended, and some of our 
friends here counsel that it would be very unwise 
for your children to leave just at this inpectes 
junction. It would only open the way for the 
recurrence of fresh lies and slanders to the detri- 
ment of your daughter's cause, and might possi- 
bly defeat our effort to punish the bey. Ihave 


stood by your childreh as a father would have | 


done, and if you are so reckless as to take them 
from me while they so much need my counsel and 
aid, you must rely upon yourself, and not in me, 
to prosecute the cause and foot the bills, as I have 
heretofore done. Trusting you will now under- 
stand the situation, and be altogether satisfied 
with what I have done in the present relation ex- 
isting between us. I am, etc.” 
THE BROTHER’S EVIDENCE. 

The next paperon file in the governor’s 
oftice is an aftidavit made, just one week ago, 
by Charley Cannon, brother of Rosa. He 
swears that his sister has told him privately 
that she was not assaulted and no attempt was 
made to assaulther. That he knows she was 
unable to identify Willie Leaphart, and would 
not have sworn as she did on the trial, had she 
been away from the influence of Simeon Cor- 
ley. His sister wished to leave Corley with 
him, but Corley would not allow her to do so. 
He had noidea that Leaphart was guilty. 
There was other testimony in the same line. 
So much for the actual evidence. 

THE TRUTH OF -THE MATTER. 

The rumors and reports circulated are that 
the girl has been ruined recently, that expos- 
ure would come in time, and the scheme of 
charging the negro with the assault was ar- 
ranged and planned by those most interested 
in the matter, so that they would gain more 
time, and perhaps ultimately prevent ex- 
posure. Leaphart was convicted solely upon 
Rosa Cannon’s testimony. 

A QUEER JURY. 

The inquest over the body of Willie Leap- 
hart was held this morning. During the 
course of the evidence the following men were 
identified as having assisted and taken part in 
the murder: 

IF. C. Caughman, A. Marks, Pearce Taylor, 
Thomas Seay, George Kuyzer, and James 
Oglesby. 

The solicitor represented the state. The 
jury remained ten minutes and returned with 
the remarkable verdict that Willie Leaphart 
came to his death by gunshot wounds at the 
hands of persons unknown, stamping them- 
selves perjurers and a disgrace. to the state. 
The governor will probably offer a large re- 
ward for the conviction of the murderers, 
or any one of them, and the _ so- 
licitor will present the six names he 
has to the grand jury. It is 
probable that all the members of the lynching 
party will acknowledge it, and defy the state 
to convict them. Several have openly ac- 
knowledged it already. There is great indig- 
nation in all parts of the state, except Lex- 
ington. The sheriff was notified on Sunday 
evening that the jail would be attacked. If 
he had gone out of the way or locked himself 
in the jail, no mob could have gotten in with- 
out the keys. But he made no effort to pro- 
tect the jail. 


THE SINGER FACTORY BURNED. 


The Great Machine Works of Elizabeth in 
Ashes. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., May 6.—The Singer Sew- 
ing Machine factory was discovered to be on 
fire at 11 o’clock tonight. The flames were 
first seen on the third floor, having broken out 
in the main office. The entire fire department 
responded to the alarm, but water from the 
steam engines had little effect. 

2 A. M.—Alli the fire engines in the city are 
at work and five tugs on the river. The main 
building is entirely burned down and the fire 
is spreading rapidly. It broke ont in the 
machine shop, on the third floor. The walls 
are all falling. Many narrow escapes are re- 
ported. Much of the stock and books and 
records of the company -were saved. About 
two thousa meh were employed in the 
building destroyed. It is likely that the entire 
factory will destroyed. The loss will 
amount to sevetal million doliars. Insurance 
or loss not known.

AT THE CLAYTON INVESTIGATION. 


Lawyer Armstrong Denounces Judge Mc- 
Clure, Powell Clayton's Attorney, and 
Receives a Blow in the Face. 


latte Rock, Ark., May 6.—About two 
hundred witnesses yesterday testified before 
the Clayton-Breckcnridge investigating com- 
mittee. A majority of them were negroes and 
swore they voted for John M. Clayton for cop- 
gress. One hundred and fifteen of them lived 
in Riverside township, Woodruff county, and 
the remainder in Cotton Plant and Augusta, 
Woodruff county, and Howard township, Con- 
way county. 

The greatest sensation that ever took place 
in a federal court in this city occurred at eight 
o'clock last evening. Mrs. Thomas Hooper 
had just finished giving evidence in which she 
testified she was acquainte1 with Saler, when 
Mr. Carroll Armstrong arose aud addressed 
the committee as follows: 

DENOUNCES THE CHARGES AS FOUL. 

“Mr. Chairman, there have been some foul 
charges made against the people of Morrillton 
and Conway counties, by the mouth-piece. of 
Powell Clayton. I desire to enter an appear- 
ance for the people of Conway county. 

“Not that Mr. Armstrong desires to enter 
an appearance for Conway,’ said Major Lacey 
to the stenographer. ; 

“IT understand this committee intend to ad- 
journ withina short time after having received 
testimony.here that woild cast a cloud upon 
the people of Conway county and retire to the 
city of Washington for the purpose of making 
their report.”’ 

“I think that is quite possible,”’ said Major 
Lacey. 

“I insist that this committee shall subpoena 
witnesses from among the good people of Con- 
way county to refute the charges that have 
been made by this infamous and yile slan- 
derer.’’ 

JUDGE M’CLURE STRIKES ARMSTRONG. 

No sooner had Mr. Armstrong uttered these 
words than Judge McClure sprang from his 
seat and struck the attorney in the face.

Colonel W. H. Clayton 
reached for his pistol.

“Seize him and seeif heis armed!’’ cried 
out Colonel Clayton. 

‘Why don’t the committee make arrests,” 
exclaimed Powell Clayton. ‘That would put 
an end to this.’’ 

In a moment afterward Mr. Armstrong was 
lect ont of the room, and quiet being restored, 
tla nvestigetion proceeded without farther in- 
terruption. 

MRS, HOOPER CREATES A SCENE. 

There was a great deal of excitement created 
in the court-room about 9 o’clock by Mrs. 
Hooper. She wasseated by the side of her 
daughter, on the east side of the room, when 
suddenly she got up and went over to the op- 
posite side, where Saler was seated, near Giov- 
ernor Eagle, and in rearof the attorneys for 
the contestee. .There was a vacant seat next 
to the one occupied by Saler, and Mrs, Hooper 
threw herself into it and commenced a conver- 
sation with the man who accused her husband 
of murdering Clayton. 

“Why did you want to swear thoe lies 
against my dead husband, Saler?”’ 

“Oh, I don’t know of any lie, Mrs. Hooper, 
I swore against your husband,” Saler replied.

THE TERRIBLE CYCLONE. 


Several Persons Killed and Crops Damaged 
in Cook County. 

NEw ORLEANS, May 6.—A special to the 
Pieayune from Granbury, Texas, says a de- 
structive cyclone visited Salt creek, in the 
eastern portion of Cook county, after 5 o’clock 
Sunday ;morning. The beginning of the 
serious trouble was at the residence of Mr. 
Lee Rhodes, twelve miles east of that place. 
There were about twenty persons in the house 
when the cyclone struck it. Miss Della Car- 
michael, aged seventeen years, was instantly 
killed ; also Mary Carmichael, aged one year, 
and a little bay of Mrs Gibbes.

injured. Other children in the house were 
bruised. 

At Fall creek, a little further south, John 
Manley’s house was wrecked and he was badly 
injured, Charles Houston’s house was demol- 
ished and Mrs. Rushing hurt. Mrs. Camp- 
bell’s house was blown away. Mrs. Zerkley’s 
house was demolished and her arm was broken 
in two places. Mr. Clung’s house was blown 
down and his wife and child hurt. Mr. Rob- 


ertson’s house was demolished and Mrs. Payne | 


hurt. Other houses wrecked are Alf Massey’s, 
L. McPherson’s, J. Woodcliffe’s and Mr. 
Brook's. Damage to out-houses, fences, crops 
and timber is very great. 

At the little town of Octon four persons 
were killed and a number seriously injured. 
Many houses were demolished in that vicin- 
ity. pe 

At Robinseek, in Hoad county, eight per- 
sons were killed, five of whom belonged to 
the family of George Griffin.

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A. FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


BURNING OF AN INSANE ASYLUM 
NEAR MONTREAL. 


EFFORTS TO REMOVE THE PATIENTS. 


Several Sisters of : Charity _Lese Their Lives 
in the Attempt to Save Others— Weird 
fe Depicted. 


-. 


MONTREAL, May6.—[Speciak}—The insane 
asylum at Longue Pointe, nine mifes from here, 
caught fire at 11 o’clock and at 2 o’clock wasa 
mass of flames, with no hope of saving the 
building from utter destruction. As near as 
can be calculated from 100 to 150 insane in- 
mates were caught inthe building with no 


} chance of eseape. The fire appatatus at the 


asylum was utterly inadequate to control the 
flames and several steamers were forwarded 
from here on a special train. The sights in the 
grounds surrounding the institution are horribie 
beyond description. Hundreds of lunatics 
male and female, are grouped together, jab- 
bering and in a frenzied condition. The nuns 
are making every effort to control them and al- 
lay their fears, and as rapidly as possible the 
poor creatures are being removed to places of 
shelter in the neighborhood. At a few minutes 
past 2 o’clock a detachment of the Montreal 
fire brigade arrived on the scene. The ex- 
citement among the lunatics in the grounds 
finally became so great that a detachment of 
Montreal police force was hurried out to assist 
the guards. There were 1,300 persons in the 
asylum when the fire broke out. 
A HUNDRED LIVES LOST. 


LONGUE PoINTE, Quebec.—The asylum wa3 
totally destroyed. Nothing remains stand- 
ing but blackened walls and chimneys. It 
contained thirteen hundred patients, or rather 
prisoners, and eleven hundred are accounted 
for. Of the remainder a considerable number 
escaped to the woods and bushes, and are 
scattered through the country. What the 
number of dead is is purely a matter of con- 
jgecture and can never be ascertained, since no 
other record is kept than that in the asylum 
books, and they are also destroyed. Taking 
into consideration the whole of the evidence 
from the firemen, half the sane inmates, the 
sisters in charge, bystanders and personal 
observation, it is a conservative estimate tosay 
that a hundred victims met their death’,though 
some assert that the numberis double that 
stated, and oihers-place it below this figure. 
However, this fact remains, that no such 
calamity has fallen upon the province of 
Quebec since the earliest times. 

The firemen were of little use, because the 
only supply of water available was in the 
tanks, and this was exhausted in fifteen 
minutes. 

HOW THE FIRE ORIGINATED. 

The fire originated in a cupboard in the wo- 
men’s quarters, and was the work of a patient. 
The plan and construction of the building 
show a total disregard of any kind of precau- 
tion against fire, its plan insuring its rapid de- 
struction once a fire was started. It was half 
a mile from the river and nothing but tanks 
to depend on for water. Not a male patient 
was lost. Among the women it was different. 
The less hopeless cases were placed in the 
lower wards, and they-were removed without 
difficulty; but from the upper wards, where 
the violent patients were secured, there came 
the wildest screams, as they resisted the nuns, 
who were beseeching them to make their 
escape. 

YACES AT THE WINDOWS. 

At a window a maniac would be seen peer- 
ing through the bars, grinning and jabbering 
at the bright flame that went up to the sky, 
and as the heat became more intense she would 
grasp the bars and remain there until the 
flames enveloped her. Inhabitants had come 
from all parts, attracted by the blaze, and in 
an hour the little village was one surging mass 
of shouting, vociferating people, recounting 
the strange scenes they had beheid. 

When the firemen found they were power- 
less to save the building, they turned their at- 
tention to the inmates and burst in the doors 
with axes. 

THE FIRE CHIEF’S STATEMENT. 

Inside, Chief Benoit, says it was a sight that 
no fireman ever before witnessed. In one 
ward that he entered were twenty-five patients, 
and at his approach they huddled together like 
a pack of beasts, entwining their arms into 
one mass of humanity. He seized the nearest 
one, but said the chief: 

‘T could no more separate the crowd than 
I could parts of your horse.” He tugged at 
them until the fire darted into their garments 
and enfolded them like a shroud of flame, and 
then he escaped wlth his life. 

In another ward three firemen were nearly 
trapped to death. They entered a door, which 
had a spring lock, andit closed behind them. 
As is customary, there was no handle on the 
inside. The door resisted their axes and they 
rushed to the windows, but were driven back 
by the flames. The chief, suspecting their 
peril. sent aid tothe other side and the men 
were carried down on ladders. 

- The engineer of the building did good -work 
in saying nine patients and every fireman 
made a record of which he may feel proud. 

On the first alarm the engineer turned on 
the hose, but it was utterly useless, as the fire 
leaped along the ventilating shaft to the 
towers and burned in a dozen places at once, 
and here a melancholy event occurred. 

FOUR NUNS PERISH. 

One of the Tertiary nuns, Sister Marie, lay 
sick in the infirmary on the fifth floor and to 
her rescue came three others. They seized 
their companion and bore her in a blanket to 
the stair-case, but they were met by a sheet of 
flame and all perished. None of them was 
overtwenty-four years of age, and all came 
from parishes below Quebec. 

The sisters worked with the persistency of 
heroines by turns, imploring, beseeching and 
commanding the patients and finally saving a 
very large number, in view of the 
inadequate facilities at hand. 

Sister Therese, superioress, is broken-heart- 
ed, and being at present in ill-health, her name 
may be added to the already long list of vic- 
tims. Drs. Bourque and Baralet were carried 
from the building unconscicus, and whatever 
can be said of the management as a whole, the 
individuals exercised every power to lessen 
the calamity they neglected to avert. 

FALLING OF THE WALLS. 

A loud explosion was followed by the crash 
of beams. The interior was giving way. 
The wild faces sank from the-windows, and 
the shrieks of the maniacs were lost in the 
general uproar. One by one the walls toppled 
inward, and the fierce blaze burst up from the 
newly added fuel that rose to the dark sky, 
and shot its glare over the St. Lawrence to the 
southern shore, and even tinged the crest of 
Mount Royal, ten miles distant. Then it died 
down into blackness, and nothing but a few 
broken towers remained, bounding a seething 
mass of metal and debris, under which are 
now the ashes of a hundred victims. By

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NELSON'S BOODLE 


STILL!{TIED UP IN THE NEW YORB 
COURTS, 


WHERE IT WILL REMAIN A WHILE 


Until the Lawyers Shall Have Exhausted all 
There is of It—A Queer Story all the 
the Way Through. 


SYRACUSE, N. ¥., May 6.—jSpecial.]—Jus 
tice Kennedy, in the supreme court, has hand- 
ed down his decision in the case of the Capital 
City bank, of Atlanta, against Charles C. Nel- 
son, the defaulting head of the North Side 
Savings bank; Adolphus Parend, of Trenton, 
Ont.; the First National bank of Syracuse 
aud the First National bank of New York city. 

Judgment was ordered dismissing the com- 
plaint on its merits, with costs. 

The judge's opinion is a lengthy document 
of nearly 4,000 words. In it he reviews, in the 
minutest details, the story of the flight of 
Nelson from Atlanta on June 29, 1888, his 
financial transactions in this city, his final 
arrest in Canada and the subsequent 
unsuccessful negotiations for a settlement with 
the Capital City bank, through Cashier Haas, 
who had followed him into Canada and caused 
his arrest; of the negotiations for settlement, 
the details of which have been kept from the 
public. 

The judge, in reciting the case, says: 

‘The negotiations resulted in an agreement 
for a certain sum, substantially, as follows: 
Nelson agreed to pay Haas the sum of $5,500 
in payment in full settlement of the plaintiff's 
demand, together with certain other demands 
of other banks at Atlanta, which he had 
against Nelson, and which had been entrusted 
to him for settlement, and te 
pay to the chief constable at 
Trenton $500, the amount of a reward the 
plaintiff had offered for Nelson’s arrest, and 
in consideration thereof, Haas, for the plaintiff 
and the parties represented by him, agreed ta 
release and discharge Nelson from all claims 
and demands.”’ 

The judge continues: 

“‘Nelson transferred the certificates of do- 
posit for $5,000, issued to Nelson by the Trust 
and Depositcompany of Syracuse, when he 
left that amount of money on his .way to 
Canada, and two other drafts amounting to 
$180. Nelson did not leave the balance of 
$320 in cash, and applied, by the landlord of 
the hotel wherefhe was stopping, to procure 
_the money for him ona draft of $500, which 

he had also bought in Syracuse. Parend, upon 
the assurance of Haas that the draft was good, 
and that it would be paid, agreed to advance 
the money to pay the balance of the $320, and 
also the $500 reward. In execution of the 
agreement Parend gave his check to Haas and 
Attorney O’Rouke, for $320 later 
one Saturday afternoon. Itwas drawn 
on a blank form of the Stewart’s 
bank, Parend explaining that he did not have 
money in that particular bank, but that he 
woul take up the check on Mon- 
day morning. On Monday, how- 
ever, the attorney went out of town, 
and did hot return until the following Tliurs- 
day. In the meantime the check had been 
presented at the bank and payment refused. 
This caused a delay in the execution of the 
settlement release papers, and on the follow- 
ing Thursday the attorney received notice from 
Atiamta by telegraph not to accept the balance 
of the money. : 

“After leaving Canada Haas sought to re- 
pudiate the settlement, and brought action te 
recover the balance of the bank’s demands. 
The summonses were served by P susnrscegemoo 
Nelson did not appens, and judgment was 
taken by default for $6,000. Tho 
plaintiff then brought the present action 
in the nature of a judgment creditor's 
bill to set aside the fransfer of the Syracuse 
draft to Parend upon the ground that the same 
was fraudulent, to-wit, a creditor of Nelson’s.’’ 

This probably ends the whole case, and Nel- 
son will not be molested further. 


It Will Be Carried Up. 

“That decision does not settle the case,”’ said 
Mr. Jacob Haas, when told of the result at 
Syracuse. ‘Our attorneys will at once take 
the case to the court of appeals. You see the 
supreme court is not the highest court in New 
York, though its name would seem to indicate 
that it was. We knew That no matter which 
way this court held, the case would be carried 
to the court of appeals, and we will carry it 
there.’’ Es

The convention of the Southern Travelers’ 
association was organized yesterday morning. 
It was not, however, until the night session 
that any business was transacted, as the morn- 
ing hours were taken up in forming a 
committee on credentials, and in waiting until 
it was decided by them what branches should 
be admitted to the convention and by how 
many delegates each one should be repre- 
vented. 

The Convention Called to Order. 

When President Newman struck the table 
with his gavel at 9 o’clock, Concordia hall 
was comfortably full of gentlemen wearing 
various-colored badges. 

‘The sound of many voices was suddenly 
stilled at the stroke of the gavel, and President 
Newman announced that Chaplain Gilmore 
would open the convention with prayer. 

The delegates and the visitors remained 
respectfully standing with bowed heads while 
Chaplain Gilmore in a short prayer invoked 
the blessing of the Almighty on the delibera- 
tions of the convention. 

CAUSE OF THE DELAY. 

President Newman then explained’ the 
delay of the day before by stating that matters 
pf great importance had come up for discussion 
which had to be settled before the convention 
rould proceed to business. Healso announced 
the order of business and stated that any reso- 
lutions would be in order. 

Mr. George Collier was the first man on his 
feet. He moved that all ex-presidents of the 
association be made life delegates to the con- 
yeutions whenever and wherever they might 
be held. 

His resolution was the cause of the first 
small cloud of discord, as the Savannah branch 
refused to vote on the ground that the conven- 
tion could not do business until the delegates 
were seated.

Yesterday afternoon, J. A. Denny, Henry 
Sifley and two other friends of the dead man 
had his body decently interred in Westview 
cemetery. The dead man had $28 in cash, 
and his friends made up the deficit necessary 
to defray the expenses of the funeral. 

Mr. H. M. Patterson had embalmed the body 
and had enclosed it in a handsome casket. 
There were no funeral exercises, and the inter- 
ment was very quietly conducted, none but the 
most intimate friends of the dead man being 


present. 
HE IS IDENTIFIED. 


Monday, an old n woman living at the 
corner of Rhodes and Haynes streets, went to 
Patterson’s undertaking establishment and re- 
quested to see the body. 

So soon as the face was uncovered the woman 
exclaimed : 

“Oh, that’s the man that brought them gocds 
to my house ?”’ 

Tears came into her eyes, as she turned and 
walked away.

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The Lynching in South Carolina. 

‘The reports from Columbia in regard to 
the lynching of the negro prisoner at. Lex- 
ington leaves a very bad taste in the mouth, 
"The violence of the mob, according to all ae- 
eounts. had not even the justification that is 
generally put forward as the excuse of such 
yianifestations, Where mob violence follows 
on the heels of such a crime as the Lexing- 
ton negro was charged with, there is the ex- 
cuse of sudden passion, which is always too 
flimsy to hide the enormity of the crime of 
murder. 

3ut it seems there was not even the ex- 
euse of sudden passion in the Lexington case. 
The negro had been tried, convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged. Before the sentence 
could be carried out, however, the governor 
received an affidavit, made by a citizen of 
Lexington, the importance of which could 
not be ignored. The judge who tried the 
case had endorsed on this affidavit a request 
for a respite, and the executive accordingly 
respited the prisoner. All this was in the 
direction of justice, but the action of the 
governor seems to have aroused the passions 
of the worst element in Lexington. 

If the report which we printed yesterday 
is accurate, the outrage at Lexington pos- 
gsesses unusually vicious features. Those 
who have participated in the affair have not 

nly outraged justice, but they have struck a 
blow at the very foundations of justice. They 
have attacked the state and society. Not 
only was the negro lynched when there was 
not the slightest danger that he would 
escape, but the lawyer appointed by the 
court to defend the negro has disappeared 
under circumstances that suggest foul play, 
and the safety of his family is threatened. 
Here is a combination of cowardice and law- 
lessness—if reports are true—that would be 
hard to match anywhere. 

It isa matter that demands the prompt 
action of the authorities. The governor 
should see to it that the law is enforced and 
the peace of the community preserved. 


The statement has been made from time 
to time that the farmers of Georgia were 
growing poorer. Many years ago Mr. Ste- 
phens made this statement, and others have 
. Voiced the same sentiments since. While it 

was, doubtless, true at the time Mr. Stephens 
spoke, and the future then had little hope in 
it, yet old things have passed away; times 
have changed, and the farmer of today_is a 
richer man than the farmer of yesterday. 

On this line Hon. S. G. McLendon, of 
Thomasville, recently compiled some very 
valuable statistics of the relative wealth and 
prosperity of the farmers of Thomas county; 
and he thinks they can be supplemented by 
the records of every district in Georgia where 
the farmers are industrious and progressive, 
and that they will not show up badly when 
*he returns are in. 

Mr. McLendon prepared a list of fifty 
representative farmers in his county and 
then consulted the tax-books. In preparing 

the list he tried to select men who had been 
engaged in nothing but farming for the past 
ten years; who had inherited nothing with- 
in that time and had not given any portion 
of their property to any child or children— 
men who now live on the same land they 
lived on ten yearsago. Asa basis he took 
the tax-books of 1879 and 1889. Mr. Mc- 
Lendon says: 

1 found that seven farmers out of the fifty 
ehowed a decrease. The aggregate returns of the 
seven in 1879 amounted to $28,734, and in 1889 to 
$25,635. The decrease in ten years was, therefore, 
$3,159. The largest individual decrease was $940 


and the smallest $5. 

in 1879 the other forty-three farmers returned 
#*0.429, and in the year 1889 they returned $145,- 
©01—an increase in ten years of $64,581, or an in- 
crease of eight per cent perannum. The average 
individual wealth of the forty-three in 1879 was 
$1.871, and in 1889 it was $3,372. 

When we remember that these forty-three farm- 
ers have met constantiy increasing family ex- 
penses, have educated their children and so on, 
and in addition have increased their wealth at 
ihe rate of eight per cent per annum, the showing 
“made becomes a striking and instructive one. 


The tax-books were again consulted as to 
the present condition of fifty small farmers 
during the same length of time—ten years. 
It was found that these small farmers re- 
turned, in 1879, $30,690 worth of property, 

and in 1889 $64,230, or their average indi- 
"vidual wealth in 1879 was $613.80, while in 
3889 it was $1,284.66. Only four out of 
this fifty fell behind, their aggregate return 
in 1879 being $7,474, and in 1889 $5,955—a 
decrease of $1,519. The forty-six who ad- 
vanced were worth, in 1879, $23,216, and in 
2889 they were worth $58,278. 

Mr. McLendon rightly thinks that these 
figures, while they are comparatively small, 
and speak only for one section, are weighty 
with argument, They certainly speak well 
for Thomas county; but we believe that 
other counties in the state can make a show- 
ing equally as good. Without doubt, the 
farmers of Georgia are growing richer. 
With new and improved methods, with im- 
plements that lessen and facilitate labor, 
why should they not be more prosperous 
now than they were ten years ago? It is 
not going too far to say that the showing 
which Mr. McLendon makes for the farmers 
of his section is the standard by which the 
farmers of Georgia generally can be judged, 
and we believe that the tax-books of nearly 
every county would prove it. 


Anti-Southern Histories. 

Professor D. H. Hill, Jr., is doinga geod 
work in his articles in the North Carolina 

‘Teacher on anti-southern histories. 
One of these so-called histories is by 
Charles Carleton Coffin, entitled “The 
. Building of the Nation.” In his account of 
_ southern colonial life Mr. Coffin says that 


in this region there were three classes of peo- - 
ple—the poor whites, the planters and the ‘ 


_ Megroes. The poor whites lived in shanties

the mule. Mr. Coffin does not qualify this 
remarkable statement. He does not even 
limit it to some poor people. He charges 
it upon all. When this New England his- 
torian describes the southern planters of the 
olden time, he says that they lived in great 


| houses, with wide halls, large square rooms 


and portico. There were few mechanics in. 
Virginia, and there was no good carpenter 
or joiner work about the houses. There 
were massive beams overhead; the wains- 
cotting was rude; the doors sagged; the 
whole establishment was a piece of patch- 
work. Near the planter’s house, in the 
rear, was the cook-house, with frying pans 


|} and bake ovens. The first thing the plant- 


er did in the morning was to drink a glass 
of rum and sweetened water. After break- 
fast he rode over the plantation to see if the 
negroes were at work. At noon he sat down 
to a dinner of boiled ham, mutton and eab- 
bage. Very few planters had any books. 
They knew little of what was going on in 
the world. They loved hunting and kept 
packs of hounds. When the hunt was over 
they sat down to grand dinners and drank 
mightily of port and Madeira wine, rum and 
brandy. The one who could drink most be- 
fore he fell dead drunk on the floor was the 
best fellow. 

If this is a true picture of our colonial so- 
ciety, Professor Hill intimates that it re- 
flects very little credit upon the judgment of 
the northern people when we remember that 
they went to this ignorant, drunken society 
to get their leaders. And yet, says the pro- 
fessor, the model people of New England 
and the middle states trusted their lives, fort- 
unes and sacred honor to the men Mr. Cof- 
fin describes as besotted rum drinkers, with- 
out books, and knowing little of what, was 
going on in the world. 

Professor Hill says: ‘‘From the time that 
Peyton Randolph, a man raised in this 
‘drunken’ society, presided over the first 
American congress till our flag had over 
thirty stars on it, these men selected south- 
ern men, representatives of cabbage culture, 
to fill most of the important national offices. 
The second congress, famous for its declara- 
tion, had this same Randolph for its presi- 
dent. It was on the motion of Richard 
Henry Lee, another gentleman from ‘sag- 
ging door’ land, that this congress declared 
that ‘these colonies are, and of right ought 
to be, free and independent states.’ An- 
other member from rum-land was made 
chairman of the declaration committee, and 
wrote the declaration. When war followed, 
an officer from this land of piebald archi- 
tecture, was voted the commander-in-chief- 
ship. When this rebellion ended success- 
fully another southerner was called upon to 
preside over the body that framed the con- 
stitution, and the constitution was drawn 
mainly from the draft of Charles Pinckney, 
of South Carolina.”’ 

If Mr. Coffin’s view of southern society is 
correct it is passing strange that southerners 
were the real builders of the nation, furn- 
ishing on¢-half the presidents of the conti- 
nental congress, six out of the eight first 
secretaries of state, eleven out of seventeen 
presidents, counting to Buchanan’s admin 
istration, and twenty-two out of thirty-eight 
supreme court judges. 

Professor Hill shows that Mr. Coffin is 
not to be depended upon in matters of plain 
fact. For instance, in his mention of the 
sedition law, he says that_no one was impris- 
oned unde: it. Our North Carolina pro- 
fessor trips him up on this statement, and 
informs him that Lyon, of Connecticut, 
Peck, of New York, and others were arrest- 
ed and imprisoned Under the law. 

This matter of anti-southern histories de- 
serves the consideration of our people, and 
the summary here given of Professor Hill’s 
article will, no doubt, have a good effect. 
Now that Mr. Coffin’s absurd work of fiction 
has been shown up, it is to be hoped that 
several other northern historians will re- 
ceive due attention. 


The Gentleman From Georgia. 

The gentleman from Georgia makes him- 
self heard and felt wherever he goes. 

Just now he has the floor in New York. 
In arecent speech the Hon. A. H. H. Daw- 
son, an ex-Georgian, who is now assistant 
district attorney of New York, said: 

‘‘How shall we rid ourselves of the despotism of 
the press? In the south we already have a remedy. 
When a newspaper fetiow down south insults a 
lady off goes his head. Don’t you think that’s a 
good idea? Down south we have some remedy for 
newspaper vilification, but up here yey ve 
none,”’ \ 

It is almost incredible, but it is neverthe 
less a fact, that some of the metropolitan 
journalists do not endorse Mr. Dawson’s 
ideas, Some of them denounce his speech 
as a justification of lawless violence in sup- 
pressing the freedom of the press. 

The gentleman from Georgia knew what 
he was talking about. Newspapers down 
south do not insult ladies. If a case of the 
kind should occur, the insulter, as Mr. Daw- 
son rhetorically expressed it, would lose his 
head. That is to say, he would be severely 
and summarily punished, and possibly killed. 
And why not? 

Instead of abusing Mr. Dawson for his 
neat little speech, the New York journalists 
would do well to profit by his well-meaning 
remarks. Freedom of the press does not 
carry with it the license to insult a good 
woman. 


Stick to the Death Penalty. 

It is to be hoped that when the bill to 
abolish capital punishment reaches the New 
York senate it will be overwhelmingly de- 
feated. If, however, it passes the senate, 
the governor should promptly veto it. 

The New York judges, so far as heard 
from, are all against the bill. They make 
some strong points. The abolition of capi- 
tal punishment would give each prisoner a 
new chance for a pardon with every governor. 
Each governor would have to look into the 
facts. In the course of years these would be 
more difficult to obtain, and a pardon would 
often be granted where it should be refused. 
Undoubtedly, the death penalty prevent 
many a man from committing murder. It 
may not affect men in the heat of passion, 
but it does influence cold-blooded men who 
are tempted to plan deliberate murders. 

The judges whose lives have been spent in 
the study of the great problems of crime do 
not hesitate to express these opinions, and 
they carry weight. 

Crime needs every reasonable check that 
can be placed upon it, and this is no time to 
talk about abolishing the death penalty.

SOME PEOPLE YOU MEET. 


Mr. J. C. Kimball returned to Atlanta yes- 
terday from a visit to his brother, Mr. H. I. 
Kimball, who has just returned from Europe. 

“H. 1.,” he said, answering a question, 
‘will be in At!anta just as soon as his big iron 
and coal enterprise will admit his leaving 
Tennessee where he is now.” 

‘‘What is the enterprise ?”’ 

‘Well, the syndicate formed last summer by 
Mr. Kimbali owns 64,000 acres of the richest 
iren and coal lands in the south, situated in 
the Saquatchee valley, bordering the Tennes- 
see river. Upon this property Mr. Kimball 
secured a pledge of $5,000,000, out of which 
there is to be a cash working capital of 
$2,000,000 for developing mines, building 
furnaces, etc., and a guarantee fund of 
$500,000. The object of this fund is to guar- 
autee a certain income to outside investors in 
industrial enterprises in the new city, where 
each separate business will be conducted by a 
company, organized for that purpose. The 
company have some 3,000 acres for the town 
site, and a more beautiful section can hardly 
be conceived. <A capital of of $2,500,000 is to 
be devoted to the town. 

‘‘T happened to meet the corporators of this 
company at Jasper, the county seat. They 
were there for the purpose of filing their 
charter, and they seemed solid men who mean 
business. This company will manage the 
real estate business in the new town, 
which they have already named ‘Kim 
ball.’ I spent two days visiting 
the iron and coal mines opened under the 
supervision of Major McFail, the company’s 
geologist, and was amazed at their richness. 
I also rode all over the lovely town site, near 
the-center of Which is the famous farm and 
suminer mansion or the late John P. King. I 
found there Mr. N. F. Barrett, the landscape 
engineer, of New York, who in company with 
Colonel Hartford, a well-known hydraulic and 
sanitary engineer, and Major Kelley, the local 
engineer, were laying off the townof ‘Kim- 
bali.’ 

‘‘When are operations in ‘Kimball’ to com- 
mence ?”’ 

‘‘T understand that the company intends to 
be ready for the sale of lots, and to begin ac- 
tive operations in building, etc., early in 
June.’’

When Mr. W. B. Lowe was in New York, a 
few weeks ago, Mr. Marion J. Verdery re- 
marked to him that Klein’s articles onght to 
be answered, as the good name of Georgia had 
been attacked and the World had challenged a 


rep!y- : 

Mr. Lowe said he would reply if the World 
would print his communication just as it was 

written. Mr. Yerdery saw the editor and re- 
turned with the assurance from that personage 
that the World would print Mr. Lowe’s reply, 
provided it contained no abusive language. 
Mr. Lowe readily agreed to that condition, and 
the article which follows was delivered to the 
editor of the World by Mr. Verdery two weeks 
age last Friday.

Their publication mashes 
its litte sensation out of recognition and 
brings Mr. Klein’s enterprise into contempt. 
Mr. Lowe’s reply written for the World is 

Itisan able and complete de- 
hte of the open-air convict system. The 
dungeon idea will have to give way to out- 
deor werk as a reformatory method of punish- 
ing crime. | 

Mr. W. B. Lowe, of Atlanta, Ga.,is one of the 
lessees of the convicts of that state. He is at pres- 
ent visiting New York and was seen yesterday by 
a representative of the World. 

The reporter asked him if -he had read Mr. 
Kiein’s letters to the Worid on the convict system 
of Georgia, and if so, whether or not he had any- 
thing to say on the subject. He was assured that 
the World never restricted its colums to an ex- 
parte statenx nt of any matter of public interest, 
‘and that if he desired to offer any testimony in 
rebuttal of Mr. Klein’s reports. the World would 
shcerful y accord him the privilege. 

He said: “Lappreciate the fairness which your 
suggestion manifests, and gladly avail myseif of 
your offer. Without meaning to question either 
the veracity or honest intention of Mr. Klein, I 
amforced to Say that the facts «f the case are 
materially at variance with the account which he 

ives, It must be remembered that almost all the 
niermaticn he gathered as. data for his letters 
was clecn‘d ‘rom two ex-convicts, and therefore 
the credibility of his witnesses Cinnot be counted 
alisclutely unquestionable, 

“I have no protest to make against the World’s 
investigation of the matter. On the contrary, if 
Mr. Kiein had approachei the lessees with an 
open declaration of his identity and purpose, he 
would have been given every facility for the ac- 
compilishment of his object, and would certainly 
have gotten information far more reliable and 
comprehensive than it was possible for him to ob- 
tain from the sourees on which he relied. He 
would likewise have seen that all the camps in the 
state were in equally as good condition as the two 
he v.sited and reported favorably on in that re- 
Bpect. 

“Mr. Klein alludes in one of his letters to having 
met andtalkcd with me, on the occasion when he 
was doing the role of electric light representative. 

“In this he is utterly mistaken. I never saw him 
in my life that I know of, and certainly have not 
the honor of his acquaintance either as an electric 
light man, the energetic correspondent of the 
New York World, orany other capacity which his 
versatile genius may embrace. 

“And now to the subject matter under consid- 
er :tion. 

Phe legislature of Georgia hadin forming the 
present lease act four objects in view: 

“First: To protect society against the vile and 
vicious. 

“Second: Reformation as far as possible. 

“Third: Humane treatment during reformation. 

“Fourth: Economy, so as to protect the honest 
hax-payers. 

“First, to protect society against the vile and 
vicious, and to prevent that class from depredat- 
ing on the property and person of the virtuous, is 
an obligation of the law so paramount that it does 
not admit of question. 

‘‘Keformation is supremely important, in order 
that convicts on the termination of sentence shall 
not be returned to society as hardened criminals. 
Now, the best modes and methods of accomptish- 
ing this vital end has been the great prob’em 
with statesmen and humantarians far the jast two 
thousand years. All have agreed that the first 
step in this direction is labor. Therefore our leg- 
isiature desired that her crinnnals 
thould work, but in dong so that 
they should compete as little as possible with 
ekijled and honest free laber. Hence it was that 
our law-makers decreed that Georgia’s convicts 
should be employed in quarrying rock, making 
brick, cutting canals, building roads and such 
like work, that required only muscle, and not 
ekill. They wisely thought that to make the pen- 
itentiary a training-school for. convicts, and 
thereby elevate them above their class, wouid 
have atendency to degrade hard-working anil 
honest mechanics by thus having felons put 
cn 86a2SséEooting with thei. AS as 
been said by another: ‘What respeeta- 
bie man could bear witheut indignation to 
rontinue in a business thus replenished every day 
in the year by convicted sceundrels, and who 
would be willing to apprentice his sontoa busi- 
ness which wou!d force him intoan association 
ell the rey of his life with these human off-scour- 
ines. Ii bie state must edueate its mechanics, 
let it educate worthy and respectable men in her 
echeols of technology and not make pets of 
felons.’ And why should convicts not labor ? 
Why should law-abiding citizens be taxed to sup- 
pore the lawless? Would that net be rebbing 

onesty to pav dishonesty, and taxing virtue to 
Support vice ? 

“Now, in performing hard, unskilled labor, 
@ach convict is required to do the ameunt of 
work he is physically abie to do, and no more, and 
inorder to ascertam what that is, the iaw pro- 
vides that the governor shall point a principal 
penitentiary physician, who shall be paid by the 
state, and be in no way dependent on the convict 
lessees, and that he shali-appoint his assistants. 
These assistants must reside at hand and visit the 
convicts at least once a day, and assign 
them to such work as they are able to do, 
taking into consideration sex, age, strength, etc 
The physicians have absolute. power and contro. 
ever the convicts, and can, and do, order them in 
and out of the hospital at their own willand furth- 
érmore have authorityjtojcompel the lessees to sup- 
ply them with such diet as they prescribe. In the 
course of an investigation of the convict system, 
conducted Lb? Governor Gordon, of Georgia, every 
one of these physicians (some ten or twelve) 
swore they were never interfered with, or denied 
enything they wanted for the sick by any lessee. 

“Mr. Klein said in one of his letters something 
about the women carrying brick. The principa 
Physician of the penitentiary, Dr. Westmorciand, 
who is quite feebie and nearly seventy years old, 
in order to test the severity of this service, went 
to the brick-yard and toted the same nuinber of 
brick the women were carrying, for nearly 
one hour, He pronounced it light 
work, and recommended that they perform 
it. One of the regulations of the department is, 
whenever any convict says he is sick he is imme- 
Giately stopped work, sent to the hospital and ex- 
amined by the physician, who orders him into the 
hospital or back to work, as he deems advisable.

The 
grand jury — from two to feur times each year, 
accompanied hy a committee of citizens who re- 
side near the camps. There visitors hear even 
every rumor and investigate it. 

“In addition to this, the governor has the right 
under the law to send a special committee or 
agent to ins the convicts at any and all times. 
all this, the legislature of our state meets 
every year,and always has a comunittee to ex- 
amipe the convicts. 

“With all these committees and agents but four 
cises of crnel whipping in the Georgia peniten- 
tiary have becn chzrged,and only two of these 
weré proven to be such. They were the most des- 
peraté charattane;e.2 hort tu¢ited mutiny in the 
camp, which under the law is punishable by death. 
One of them was in the penitentiary for 
attempting to rape a white woman, and the other 
for murder. While trying tosubdue these two 
desperadoes, in the excitement and agg fight, 
the man in charge whipped them so that he bruised 
the skin. This bess had held his position ten or 
twelve years, and it was the first complaint of cruel 
treatment ever brought against him. Every lessee 
denounced it as bitterly as any one else. The boss 
was discharged, and yet Governor Gordon, 80 
tenacious in guarding and protecting the rights of 
these unfortunates, issued an. order forever pro- 
hibiting this man again havinganything to do 
with the state convicts, and also ordered him 
prosecuted for crue} treatment, and fined the les- 
sees $5,000 for having recommended his appoint- 
ment, which sum we paid into the state treasury. 
‘The convicts of Georgia are better protected 
under the law than any other class of people in the 
state. To illustrate, yOu might strike the govy- 
ernor of our state, and no one wonild resent it ex- 
cept the governor ; but if you should hit a convict, 
the state’s attorney wou!d prosecute you, and send 
you to the penitentiary for it. 

“The investigation before Governor Gordon, 
reviously referred to, was so thorough that it 
asted thirty days. He wentinto every depart- 
ment of the convict camps, and it was proven that 
the convicts of Georgia are the best fed, and best 
clothed working class of people in the world. 

“It was shown and proven by citizens of the 
highest character (not ex-convicts), and on oath, 
by bills presested, that every convict averaged : 
“Three wool hats each year. 

“One wool coat each vear, or more if necessary. 

“Eight pairs pants each year. 

“Eight shirts each year. 

“Eight pairs brogan shoes. 

“They are allowed all the vegetables, bread and 
s\rup they cin use, and 403 pounds of meat to each 
man. ‘This is what the law requires the lessees to 
give them, and the searching investigation proved 
they receive it. In addition thereto the lessees 
voluntarily issue them weekly allowances of to- 
bacco.

This is 
far preferable to the solitary cell or dungeon, for 
when you punish in that way you crusp out the 
social element; and as the late Rev. Dr. Tucker, 
of Georgia, once said, ‘God pity the man who is 
cruel enough to force another into such confine- 
ment that in yielding to the irresistible in- 
stincts of his nature, calling for society, 
he ferms a. loving friendship with a mouse 
or with a spider.”” Oniy for a short time should 
solitary confinement be resorted to. I see a very 
remarkable statement by the superintendent of 
the state prison for New York for 188), that sixty- 
five convicts, or nearly two pereent became in- 
sane. In Georgia, where they were worked in 
open air and allowed to associate together, onty 
three became insane in five years, and two of these 
had hereditary taints. 

“The death-rate isthe most telling fact as to 
humane treatment of conviets, and from the 
reports of the different states we gather the foi- 
lowing statist cs: 

“1884, in Michigan, the death rate was 1 5-100. 

‘1x84, in New York, the death rate was 1 47-100. 

“t883,in Pennsylvania,the death rate was 1 58-100. 

1883, in Ohio, the death rate was 2 2-100. 

1583, in New Jersey, the death rate was 2 23-100, 

“1884, in Indiana, the death rate was 2 42-100. 

**1883, in Maine. the death rate was 2 59-100. 

*1RS4, rate was 
4 28-100, 

“1822, in Georgia, less than ome per cent, 88-100. 

“The last report from Georgia shews her death 
rate to haye increased to 1.79; while that of New 
York to 140. 

“There is ample explanation of this, however, 
in the following authentic presentation of facts, 
and which will greatly modify the conclusions 
otherwise reached : 

‘Phe great majority of conyicts in Georgia are 
negroes or mulattoes; almostall the convicts in 
the northern prisons are whites, It is a weil- 
known fact that the mortality of blacks and 
niulattoes is far greater than that of the whites, 
and this is the case all over this conti- 
nent, from Canada to Mexico. The proportion of 
deaths as shown by the bills of mertal- 
ity, is at the rate of about two or 
two and a_i half blacks to one white. 
It may be fairly presumed that the same diffe rence 
will be found in the ee that we find 
out ofthem. We shall not, rely, however,on pre- 
swintions; we shall proceed on facts—facts. far 
more startling than the presumptions, and 
which throw the presumptions fleep- 
ly into the shade. In Jdmdiana ésorth), 
in 1883, the death rate was 1 77-100 
black to one white, nearly two to one. In New 
Jersey, in 1883, it was 3 75-100 blacks to one white, 
nearly four to one; same state, in 1885, it was 2

FEDERAL ELECTION BILLS. 


Ex-Governor Bullock Gives Some Strong Ob- 
jections. 

From the New York Press. 

Ex-Governor Rufus B. Bullock, of Georgia,pays 
frequent Visits to this city in connection with his 
large manufacturing interests, and is at present a 
guest at the Fifth Avenue hotel. 

When asked yesterday his opinion of the Lodge 
and Hoar election bills, and his present views as 
to the relations of the administration towards the 
south, he said: | 

“The objection to the bills is that they do not 
become operative until asked for by a portion of 
the people resident in the congressional district. 
It would not be possible to get ina southern dis- 
trict five hundred or even one hundred people 
whose opinions were worth considering who 
would petition for an enforcement of the law and 
thereby brand their friends and neighbors as liars 
and ballot-bex stuffers. The people of the south 
do not object to any law that the wisdom of con- 
ape may adopt and the president approve, which 
s to bé @hlorced alike in all the states of the 
union. 

“The necessity for a petition to put the proposed 
laws in operation is understood to be a contriv- 
ance whereby it may be operative south on the 
application of irresponsible persons and inopera- 
tive north, where no petition will be made. My 
pasemens is that it would be wise for the federal 
aw to take exclusive charge of elections when 
members of congress are to be chosen. 

“Let this control go to the extent of registration 
before such eleetions under control of federal 
officials and the returns of the result of such elec- 
tions by federal officials. Let there bean official 
ballot which the voter must cast or mark unaided 
oruninfinenced. The wider the separation of the 
federal from state or local elections the better. 
“This is the oniy possible chance for an expres- 
sion of public opinion in the south harmonizing 
with repnblican prineiples. There are hundreds 
of thousands of white men of the highest charac- 
ter all through the south who agree with repub- 
lican policy on finance, tariff, building up Ameri- 
can commerce, etc., who would never vote for 
that policy if by doing so they were to be aligned 
with the local party organizations. A national 
election system under national supervision 
would enable people to vote untrammeled on na- 
tional issues. 
‘We agree with Mr. Speaker Reed that there is 
no danger of ‘negro tev ng in national elec- 
tions. The white majority in the United States 1s 
overwhelming. But there is an honest fear of 
such a danger in many of our localities, and itis 
wiser to leave those issues where the constitu- 
tion and the law puts them—with the 
States. Let me assure you as a ‘confederate sur- 
vivor’—one who voted against secession, but from 
Sumter to Appomattox gave his best endeavors in 
support of the confederacy—that there is no 
rankling in the hearts of our people because of the 
fizht or because of its results. 

“In reality the only difference existing between 
the best sentiment, the best elements, the con- 
trolling forces of the south, and a like character 
of peopic north, has grown outof the enfran- 
chisement of the negroes, making them all citi- 
zens, and the malesall voters. With the north it } 
is atheory, a policy; with us it is a reality, and 
seemed to be a social danger. 

“The status of the negro, however, as a full 
voting citizen is fixed beyond recall in the consti- 
tution of the United States and of every state. 
There cannot-Lle, and there ought not to be, any 
modification of the franchise because of ‘race, 
eolor or previous condition of servitude.’ 

“The conseryative course pursued by the negro 
in public affairs, when not led by designing men 
to believe that the eletion of a republican county 
tax collector is of more importance than the elec- 
tion of a republican president, has to a great ex- 
tent removed the fears and anxiety of right 
thinking men on this question. It is now gene- 
rally admitted with us that there is no more dan- 
gertothe body politics from an ignorant and 
vicious black voter than from an illiterate and de- 


‘For this reason an honest and thorough regu- 
lation of federal elections from registration to 
returns under the Australian or some similar ‘bal- 
lot reform’ would soon be followed in our state 
and local elections by the willing consent of all 
parties, 

‘As to the relations of the administration to- 
ward the south in a party sense, I think the course 
pursued by the president is the wise one. He has 
pomgat to put only fit and worthy: citizens in fed- 
eral office, and has given notice that the su- 
preme authority of the general government 
Within its proper. sphere must re- 
epected and will be maintained. He has not 
encouraged the local activities of a class of poli- 
ticians in the south whose chief ambition 18 to 
draw federal) salaries, and whose party lines in- 
clude = aspirants for public pap. The wise ten- 
dency of his policy is to build up ‘@ federal party 
from the best elements who can support the great 
ecenonic issues of the party in federal elections 
without withdrawing their support from local and 
home issues. The south can and will divide on 
federal issues when such a division does not, tin 
their opinion, imperil loeal safety, and the policy 
of the president is in this direction.”

BETWEEN THE SOUTHERN ASSO- 
CIATION AND OTHER ROADS 


Who Refuse to Pro Rate and Demanda Cent 
a Mile—To Be Held in Louisville 
Tomorrow. 


A matter of great importance to Georgia 
melon-growers is tobe settledin Louisville 
tomorrow. é 

A conference willbe had between a com- 
mittee of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship association, and representatives of Louis- 
ville and Nashville, Cincinnati Southern, and 
Mobile and Ohio. : 

The three roads named have given notice 
that they will cnarge for melon transporta- 
tion atthe rate of one per cent per ton per 
mile. 

Concerning this a number of letters and tele- 
grams have been received by the ConstTITvU- 
TION. The one given is from Mr. 8. G. Tenni- 
son, @ prominent planter of Mitchell county, 
and isa fair sample of the number that have 


been received: 

Epirors CONstTIrvTion: It is rumored here 
that the Louisville and Nashville railroad will de- 
mand an increased rate on melons this season. Is 
there any truth in it? The melon men are 
justly indignant, as no notice was given of this 
demand until after the crop was planted. The 
melon men have so far here favored the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad with the lion’s share of 
their business, and they cannot comprehend why 
this road should now stab them in this way. 

S. G. TENNISON. * 

As has already been stated in THe Con 
STITUTION the roads belonging to the associa- 
tion have all accepted the rate of eight mills, 
and they are standing squarely by the agroe- 
ment. 4 

The melon-growers relied upon verbal pro- 
mises that the other roads in the association 
territory—including the three named—would 
adopt this rate. The notice that they would 
not do this was a surprise to the melon- 
growers. In their interest the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship association has arranged 
the conference which meets in Louisville to- 
morrow. 

The committee from the  associa- 
tion consists of Commissioner Thomas 
H. Carter, Mr. T. S. Davant, of the East Ten- 
nessee; Mr. G. A. Whithead, of the Central; 
Mr. A. C. Knapp, of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida; Mr. W. P. Hardee, of the Sa- 
vannah, Florida and Western, and Mr. G. 8S. 
Barnum, of the Georgia Pacific. 

It is hoped that the outside roads will be in- 
duced to pro rate with the association lines on 
the eight-mill basis. 

Even if they do not, however, the melons 
can be carried to the Mississippi river at that 
rate.

THE COURTS ARE RIGHT AFTER 
THEM. : 


A Tennessee Judge Decides that Guesses on 
Possible Results, When Accompanfed 
by Money, Are Unlawful. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 6.—[Special.}—In 
his charge to the grand jury today, when the 
cfiminal court convened for 4he May term, 
Judge Ridley instructed the jury especially as 
to guessing ‘‘bees,’’ and voting for the most 
popular young lady or gentleman, and the gift- 
enterprise business in general. He said there 


‘were merchants here who frequently put up 


packages of coffee, or other merchandise. In 
each package was some prize of uncertain 
value as an advertisement tocatch customers. 
This was‘guessing, and therefore indictable, 
as wellas an injustice to other merchants. 
Guessing enterprises, where prizes were of- 
fered by newspapers for the most popular 
young lady, or for the nearest guess at the 
population of the city, county or state, where 
coupons were published in the paper and sold 
to the guesser, werein vielation of the gam- 
bling law. He said it was all right to guess 
and give a prize when the newSpaper did not 
reap a profit by the enterprise, but a 4 pub- 
lishing a coupon they reaped a profit by the 
sale of such coupons. Whenever this was 
done the publishers were liable to indict- 
ment. 


SOUTHERN PIG IRON. 


A Veteran Foundry Man Gives His Opinion 
as to Its Value.

I served my time 
in the great iron works in Yorkshire, near 
Bradford, England, as did my ancestors for 
generations back.

NEW YORK, May 6.-—Stock speculation halted 
a@littie acain today, 2 ae the resultof the day's 
operations in most of the list is insignificant 
changes of small fractions only, though they are 
generally in the direction of lower figures. There 
was a marked improvement in the aspect of 
western railroad affairs, indicated by the dis- 
patches, and no seeming diminution in the bullish 
feeling which has been so pronounced upon the 
street for the past two weeks, but money worked a 
little closer, and at one time was run up to 10 per 
cent on cal}, though it was offered at 4 per cent at 
the close aiter everyone had been supplied, Re- 
alizvations, however, again assumed large propor- 
tions. With a slight falling off in the demand 
for stock, the pressure to sell was sufficient 
to cause a sagging off of prices for the time being. 
London came strong and higher this morning, and 
there was the usual complement of buying orders 
from the other side, though some selling orders in 
Ontario and Western were noticed. Westerners 
took grangers freely on the improved condition of 
things in that region, and several of the newly 
formed pools were actively at work in their fav- 
orites, which were the only stocks showing any 
decided strength during the day. Chicago Gas 
was again the most conspicuous of these, and it 
scored a vain of three percent on large dealings 
for stock. «Oregon Transcontinental was very 
active and strong again, and is slowing approach- 
ing the book value of 50, which it is calculated it 
is worth. Atchison was taken for account of 
some parties who were prominent in stock yester- 
day, and other grangers, while not so active 
as usual of late, were well held. 
Traders set in to discount the return 
of Villard, and made Northern Pacific common 
one of the leading features of the afternoon, both 
“n point of activity and strength. Trusts were 
azain active, but only cotton oil displayed any 
marked strength, while among the specialties 
Rio Grance Western preferred and Laclede Gas 
were prominent for advances made. Dealing ex- 
tended to alarge nuinberof stocks, though there 
was less trading in low-priced issues. The huoy- 
ant feeling of yesterday was apparent at the open- 
ing, but realizations on the large volume. of bus- 
iness sagyed prices off in the first hour, and 
losses had extended to nearly one per cent before 
the pressure slackened away. After that 
time the market was more quiet, but no recovery 
of note was madeexcept in a few stocks which 
have the advantage of special circumstances, and 
among these Chicago Gas was most prominent, 
leaving off with a net gain of 1%, followed by Rio

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CIIICAGO, May 6.—There was less doing in the 
wheat market today, and a steady feeling existed. 
Fluctuations were confined within small. changes. 
The opening for July was easier and about @',c 
lower than yesterday’s closing, rallied ec above 
inside figure, fell back again 1\4c, fluctuated and 
closed about \ec lower than yesterday. The influ- 
ences brought to bear on the market were gener- 
ally of a weakening tenor, and operators, while 
inclined to take the short side, were reluctant 
about putting out large lines, feeling that the mar 
ket may receive support enough from some source 
to hold prices and possibly advance them. At pres- 
ent jthe feeling is very uncertain as to the future 
of prices. Rains all over the country have no 
doubt helped crop prospects. The Michigan offi- 
cial monthly report notes an improvement in the 
condition of the growing wheat of 4 per cent. A 
light frost was reported in different sections of 
the winter wheat belt last night. 

Corn—There was a very good trade, although 
business was hardly as active as recently noted, 
price changes being less frequent within a range 
of %4@5<c. The feeling was unsettled, the market 
being inclined tofweakness early, but afterwards 
manifesting some strength; but the undertone 
was apparently easier. The market opened at 
about the closing prices of yesterday and sold up 

l4e, reacted ce, rallied, recovering the decline and 
ruled steady, and the final quotations were %@\4c 
better than yesterday. 

Oats—There was less animation, the bulk of the 
trade being local. Offerings were not especially 
large and the demand was fair, but price changes 
were confined toa *c range. The opening sales 
were at about the same prices as on yesterday, but 
declined %c for May. The more deferred futures, 
however, held steady. The weak in May was only 
temporary, as a firmer feeling developed and prices 
for it and June and July rallied 1c, and the mar- 
ket closed easier for May, but at a slight gain for 
the other months.
